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HACKED 

Police called in to investigate as 
pupil breaches school's IT system 


POLICE are investigating 
an incident in which a 
pupil hacked into the 
computer system at Har¬ 
low’s Mark Hall School. 

The personal data of 
schoolchildren was put at risk 
and every computer in the 
school crashed as a result. 

The security breach occurred 
during the weekend of July 12-13 
but only came to light this week 
after a source close to the school 
alerted the Star. 

The contact revealed concerns 
that information held on the 
school’s databases, such as exam¬ 
ination grades, could have been 
accessed and altered by the hack¬ 
er. 

“The invasion of the school’s 
computer system was discovered

by the school on the Monday 
morning, as the unlawful breach 
had caused the entire school com¬ 
puter system to crash,” said the 
source. 

“I think is raises several key 
questions. How was Mark Hall’s 
computer system so easily pene¬ 
trated? And why was the school’s 
password so easily identified?” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell, who 
is understood to be concerned at 
the hacker’s attack and has been 
in contact with Mark Hall head¬ 
master Chris Fluskey over the 
issue, this week reassured those 
potentially affected that personal 
data had not been successfully 
accessed. 


Mr Rammell told the Star: 
“Mr Fluskey has reassured me 
that the school did 
become immediately f 
aware that a pupil had 
accessed their comput¬ 
er system. He also told 
me that the pupil did not 
gain any access to personal 
data and that strong discipli¬ 
nary action is being taken.” 

The school is now closed 
until September for the summer 
holidays, but Essex Police are 
looking into the incident. 

A spokesman said: “We can 
confirm police in Harlow are 
investigating a matter of comput¬ 
er crime. No arrests have been 
made. Any internal disciplinary 
action taken by the school is com¬ 
pletely separate from the police 
investigation and our inquiries 
are continuing.”

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Did Brit error lead 
to Robert's death?

A BRITISH air controller may face 
manslaughter charges if found 
responsible for a mistake which led 
to the death of a Harlow soldier in 
Afghanistan. 

Until last week the family of Private 
Robert Foster (19) had believed that an 
error by the crew of an American F-15 
fighter plane was to blame for the friend¬ 
ly fire incident last August which 
claimed the lives of their son and two 
colleagues of the 1st Battalion Royal 
Anglian Regiment. 

However, the Ministry of Defence has now 
told Robert’s father, John, that a British air 
controller is under investigation for the inci¬ 


dent during which a 5001b bomb was dropped 
in the wrong location during a skirmish with 
Taliban forces in Kajaki. 

The MoD said defence chiefs had not yet 
decided what to do with the report, compiled 
by the Royal Military Police, which is under¬ 
stood to suggest the controller gave the 
plane’s crew a set of erroneous co-ordinates. 

Speaking to the Star on Tuesday, Mr 
Foster, of Great Plumtree, said: “The three 
families involved are all saying we are not 
going to pre-empt the outcome of the investi¬ 
gation. 

“We still stand by what we have said 
before, that we don’t want an individual 
nailed to the cross but we want policies put in 
place so that the onus for something like this 
is not put on any one person.” 

He added that both he and his wife Lisa 
were experiencing an emotional dilemma 
about the ongoing conflict. 

“It breaks Lisa’s heart every time a soldier

“We want them to pull the troops out of 
Afghanistan but it’s a strange feeling because 
we don’t want Robert’s contribution to be 
wasted. 

“We don’t get to see here the arid bomb 
sites which have been turned into thriving 
market villages since the Taliban have been 
forced out. The troops are making a differ¬ 
ence but it seems even the MoD realises it 
needs to resource more.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell added: “What is 
clear to me is that investigations into a tragic 
incident such as this must be absolutely thor¬ 
ough and accurate, and it is the duty of the 
Ministry of Defence to ensure that this hap¬ 
pens. 

“I will keep pressing for this to take place. 
My thoughts remain with Private Foster’s 
family.” 

Jail for burglar 
caught in act 

A BURGLAR caught red-handed stealing 
property from a house has been jailed for 10 
months. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard that Ben 
Murphy (23), of Occasio House, Playhouse 
Square, and an unnamed accomplice were 
stealing electrical goods from a Great 
Canfield home on November 9 when they 
were confronted by the female owner. 

Murphy pleaded guilty to a charge of bur¬ 
glary. 

Jason Sawyer, representing Murphy, said 
in mitigation: “It was an opportunistic 
offence rather than pre-meditated. They did¬ 
n’t target the location and they didn’t target 
the lady.” 

“There was a confrontation between the 
occupier and the defendant. They exchanged 
words and some damage was caused to the 
house but no wanton damage.” 

He added Murphy’s partner had suffered a 
miscarriage and he now wanted to provide a 
stable environment for any future 
child.Murphy was jailed for 10 months. 
Having already spent 115 days in custody on 
remand, he is due to be released in four 
weeks. 

Two charged in 
fatal fire probe 

TWO teenagers were yesterday charged 
with the murder of Kerry Youngs, the 
young woman who died after an arson 
attack on a flat in Harlow three years ago. 

The accused, aged 16 and 17, were 
charged with murder, arson with intent to 
endanger life and grievous bodily harm 
They are due to appear at Harlow Court 
today (Thursday). 

Last week police arrested five people in 
connection with the blaze at Bush Fair 
which claimed the life of Miss Youngs (24) 
left her boyfriend Kevin Chappie severely 
brain damaged. 

A 39-year-old Harlow woman was sub¬ 
sequently charged with conspiring to per¬ 
vert the course of justice and will appear 
before Harlow magistrates on August 7.

Nuclear-free a 
serious matter 

SIR, When Harlow and many other 
towns and cities declared 
themselves nuclear-free zones, it 
was nothing to do with “forbidding 
Mr Andropov from pointing his 
missiles at us” ( Nostalgia , July 24) 
and deserves more serious 
consideration than this silly 
comment by Ben Wilkinson. 

There never was a realistic scenario 
in which Harlow would have been a 
primary target in any nuclear 
exchange, although it would be 
seriously affected by attacks on 
military targets in the region, as I 
showed in my 1990 report for the 
then-Herts and Essex group of 
nuclear-free zones, Preparing For 
War? (a copy should be available in 
the library). 

The nuclear-free local authority 
movement - which still exists even 
though Harlow has, sadly, dropped 
out - was intended to send a 
message to world leaders that civil 
society was totally opposed to the 
madness of the nuclear arms race 
and demand that they negotiate in 
good faith towards the elimination 
of their nuclear arsenals, as they are 
committed to in the Nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty. 

That message is still valid today, 
with 27,000 nuclear warheads in the 
world’s stockpile, many of them on 
hair-trigger alert. 

The international equivalent of the 
UK’s nuclear-free local authority 
movement is Mayors For Peace, 
headed by the mayors of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki, which campaigns for 
a timetable for multilateral 
disarmament by 2020 under the 
slogan “Cities are not targets”. 

At a recent count, it had 2,226 cities 
and towns in 129 countries signed 
up, including over 40 in the UK. 

The latter includes Conservative, 
Fiberal Democrat and Fabour 
mayors and civic leaders. Harlow 
should join them.

Tell 
us what you want to sell off, then 
stand back for a double broadside.

Hint is no use 

SIR, Are we to take a hint about 
funding by a junior transport 
minister in a Government with 
severe budget deficit that a bypass 
for Harlow is any closer (Star, July 
24)? I think not! 

The bypass does not feature in the 
Government’s East of England Plan, 
published this May, which is meant 
to guide development until 2021. It 
is not even identified as a scheme in 
the Regional Funding Allocation for 
later years. 

In addition, the Harlow and 
Stansted Gateway Transport Board 
noted that any scheme could not 
happen before 2017, even if £300m 
could be found. 

The Regional Plan is clear that in 
the short to medium term the 
Government expects Harlow to 
achieve reduced congestion through 
a major increase in the use of public 
transport, walking and cycling and 
states: “This will require a strong 
focus on management of Harlow’s 
existing transport infrastructure.” 

No new bypass. 

The Plan demands massive 
housebuilding now and I recall Mr 
Rammell stating clearly on many 
occasions that infrastructure should 
be provided before or at the same 
time as the houses; such an 
assurance was missing from this 
article. 

Perhaps Mr Rammell now realises 
that through his lobbying for growth 
he has landed the town and the 
surrounding countryside with 
thousands of houses but has failed 
to get any guarantees of 
infrastructure. We need more than a 
hint about infrastructure funding!

Leader to meet OAPs over bins campaign 


SENIOR councillors have 
offered to hold talks with two 
pensioners’ groups campaigning 
against controversial changes to 
waste collection in Harlow. 

Council leader Andrew 
Johnson plans to meet Harlow 
Pensioners’ Action Association 


and Age Concern Harlow in 
August to listen to concerns and 
answer questions. 

Last week, the two groups 
announced they were uniting to 
petition against the introduction 
of wheeled bins and fortnightly 
collections of certain waste. 


Mr Johnson (Conservative) 
said he wanted to meet face-to- 
face with them to hear their spe¬ 
cific fears, but also clear up con¬ 
fusion about the council’s pro¬ 
posals which - contrary to what 
some people believe - include 
retaining weekly collections of 


food waste and exempting many 
unsuitable properties, including 
sheltered accommodation com¬ 
plexes, from having wheeled 
bins. 

The council also plans to hold 
public meetings for all residents 
about the issue in September. 


Fire spurs safety 
fears in complex

RESIDENTS are calling for 
urgent fire and security improve¬ 
ments or to be re-homed after a 
suspected arson attack at a tempo¬ 
rary housing complex in Harlow. 

Police are investigating the incident, 
which happened shortly after 8.15pm on 
Sunday, in which a fire was started 
through the letterbox of the main build¬ 
ing of Sherards House, in Cock Green. 

The blaze was quickly put out by residents, 
and the resulting damage was minor. 
However, with 14 people, including eight 
children, living in the block, plus a further 35 
in mobile home-style accommodation nearby, 
the incident has raised fears about safety amid 
claims that fire alarms failed to go off. 


Now Harlow Council, which owns 
Sherards House, has promised to work with 
the fire service to improve fire safety and 
address security concerns. 

Frank Armstrong (46), who lives there with 
13-year-old son Luke, claims earlier concerns 
about safety were ignored: “We have been 
asking for the council to improve security for 
the past 18 months. Now we also know the 
fire alarms don’t work properly, because this 
fire didn’t set them off. The firemen who 


turned up were quite obviously appalled. 
They told me they would be getting straight 
on to the council with their concerns.” 

Mr Armstrong added: “There’s obviously 
some dispute going on involving a person 
who lives here and that’s probably what this 
attack was about - but it puts everyone’s lives 
in danger. My son and I are petrified and just 
want to move out.” 

A council spokesman confirmed it had 
spoken with the fire service but said many 
concerns raised related to the actions of ten¬ 
ants, such as leaving the front door on the 
latch and blocking an access with furniture. 

“The safety of our tenants is paramount,” 
he said. “(Council contractor) Kier Harlow is 
carrying out a safety inspection of the build¬ 
ing. We are investigating the incident our¬ 
selves and will be talking to tenants about 
security issues. We will also assist with any 
police investigation.” 

An Essex Police spokesman said the inci¬ 
dent was a serious matter and urged anyone 
with information to call 0300 3334444. 

Knife thug jailed 

A LONDON thug who staged a knifepoint 
robbery in Harlow was jailed for 15 months 
by Chelmsford Crown Court on Friday. 

Tyrone Wildman (18), from Edmonton, 
was among a trio who mugged two 18-year- 
olds for their mobile phones in the Town 
Park last November. His two 17-year-old 
accomplices, who cannot be named, were 
both given 12-month rehabilitation orders. 

All three pleaded guilty and one of the 
youths, a Broxbourne youth, admitted a fur¬ 
ther robbery in the Town Park in October.

'moving' plight 


A HOMELESS man claims 
he has been effectively 
denied the right to a life in 
Harlow after his bid for a 
council house was refused. 

Hugh Hoad (59) has been 
sleeping on the streets since 
December and says he is at his 
wit’s end with Harlow Council's 
unwillingness to put him on the 
housing waiting list. 

A former homeowner from 
Waltham Abbey, Mr Hoad was tem¬ 
porarily accommodated at the Oasis 
Hotel, in London Road, last June but 
was evicted after complaining about 
alleged breaches of heath and safety 
regulations on the premises. 

Left with no choice but to sleep 
rough, he nevertheless managed to 
find a job with an accountancy firm 
and moved into a privately rented flat 
- only for the property to be repos¬ 
sessed within a month when his land¬ 
lord fell into arrears with the mort¬ 
gage.

Forced to seek refuge from local 
homeless charity Streets2Homes, 
which provided him with a tent and 
food, Mr Hoad was dealt a further 
blow last week when he was barred 
from camping on council land. 

“I’ve tried time and time again to 
get help from the council but they’re 
not interested” he told the Star. 

“They tell me I’m not a priority 
case and that they have no duty to 
house me, but I’m sure if I was a drug 
addict, alcoholic or illegal immigrant 
they’d find somewhere for me. 

“I’ve lived in Harlow for over a 
year now and I feel I’m being denied 
the right to a life here - but all the 
council wants to do is put me in the 
hands of another fly-by-night land¬ 
lord.” 

Streets2Homes manager Patsy Dye 
asked: “Where is he supposed to go? 
Hughie’s been through so much 
already and you can only push some-

one so much before they lose it.” 

A council spokeswoman said 
homelessness officers had met with 
Mr Hoad to try to resolve his situation 
but said it appears that it is not the 
authority’s legal duty to house him.

MORE than six decades 
after the defeat of Hitler, 
two former Land Girls from 
Harlow have been formally 
recognised for their contri¬ 
bution to Britain’s Second 
World War effort. 

Beryl Fordham (83) and 
Jemima Pinder (85) were this 
week presented with special 
badges by Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell to commemorate the 
crucial role they played as mem¬ 
bers of the Women’s Land Army. 

As male farm workers were called 
up to fight, the WLA stepped in to 
keep the nation fed, working dawn 
until dusk milking cows, digging 
ditches, sowing seeds and harvesting 
crops. At its peak in 1943, the organ¬ 
isation comprised 80,000 women. 

It was 1943 when Mrs Fordham, of 
Fesants Croft, volunteered to join up. 
Originally from Cornwall, she 
worked as a tractor driver in 
Buckinghamshire for nearly three 
years, swapping her previous job in 
the office of an aircraft manufacturer. 

“Because the company where I was 
employed did important work I had to 
get permission from my boss to be 
released and to sign up for the Land 
Army, but I knew that’s what I want¬ 


ed to do,” said Mrs Fordham, a wid¬ 
owed mother-of-three and grand- 
mother-of-five. 

“It was hard work and sometimes, 
if it was a bad day, we would talk 
about what it would be like to do 
something glamorous like join the 
RAF. But I loved it really. I always 
have loved the open air.” 

Speaking about the Government’s 
belated decision to award the badges, 
Mrs Fordham added: “It was 
Churchill who vetoed us being prop¬ 
erly recognised and I’ve never forgiv¬ 
en him for that! 

“I remember at the time we were 


all disappointed not to receive any 
formal recognition because we knew 
how important our work was. That’s 
what kept us going and made us work 
so hard. It’s better late than never 
though and, of course, I am proud of 
my new badge.” 

Mr Rammell said he was delighted 
to be able to hand over the awards, 
describing them as “long overdue”. 

“It’s unquestionably right that we 
recognise the contribution of women 
during that conflict. The work they 
did was just as important for the war 
effort as the contribution and sacri¬ 
fice of the men,” he said. 


Academics' Mil death 'accidental' 


TWO leading academics 
killed when their car 
careered off the Mil near 
Harlow died accidentally, 
an inquest has ruled. 

Leading geneticist Dame 
Anne McLaren (80) and 
artificial intelligence exp¬ 
ert Professor Donald 
Michie (83) were travel¬ 
ling from Cambridge to 
London on July 7 last year 
when their Fiat Punto drift¬ 
ed across the southbound 


carriageway and plunged 
down an embankment. 

Both died at the scene 
after sustaining multiple 
injuries when the car hit a 
tree at about 60mph. 

Eyewitness Craig Rolph, 
from Romford, was a pas¬ 
senger in a Range Rover 
travelling behind the cou¬ 
ple’s car and told Tuesday’s 
inquest in Chelmsford: 
“There was no erratic 
movement; it just slowly 


drifted across lanes until I 
saw the wheels touching 
the grass verge. 

“No brake lights came 
on at all - it was almost as 
if the driver had taken their 
hands off the wheel and 
the car was taking its own 
path.” 

PC Charles Harris, of 
Essex Police, attended the 
scene and told the inquest 
he believed Ms McLaren, 
who had been driving, had 


suddenly been taken ill at 
the wheel. 

“We see a lot of inci¬ 
dents where drivers are 
fatigued and fall asleep at 
the wheel, but there was 
nothing to suggest this was 
the case,” he said. “We will 
never know for sure what 
happened, but I think it 
may have been a sudden 
illness that precluded 
Dame Anne from prevent¬ 
ing the accident.” 
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New inquest is 
ruled out in 
Lubbock death 

MICHAEL Barrymore will not 
face a new court appearance 
over the death of Harlow butcher 
Stuart Lubbock after a party at 
his former Roydon home in 2001. 
The Attorney General has 
declined a request for a second 
inquest, made by the victim’s 
father Terry Lubbock, of Great 
Brays, despite the latter’s 
insistence that his son was 
sexually assaulted and murdered. 
Baroness Scotland and the 
Crown Prosecution Service have 
decided the second police 
investigation - which resulted in 
the arrests of Mr Barrymore and 
two others last summer - has not 
produced sufficient evidence to 
warrant a second inquest. 

“I was very upset to hear that 
there won’t be a second inquest, 
but on the other hand the Crown 
Prosecution Service has told me 
that if new evidence comes to 
light I can try again,” said Mr 
Lubbock. 

“It’s disappointing but I’ll never 
give up my fight for justice. It’s 
difficult because you feel as 
though you're just going round 
and round in circles.” 
Lather-of-two Stuart (31), of 
Great Brays, died after being 
found in the pool of Mr 
Barrymore's home. He had 
suffered serious sexual injuries 
and ecstasy and cocaine were 
found in his body. 


Agent used identity 
to keep up fake front

A FOOTBALL agent 
from Harlow with a bad 
credit rating used 
another man’s details to 
buy a luxury car so he 
could keep up appear¬ 
ances. 

Charles Kai Kai (28), of 
Gladwin Way, bought the 
£25,000 Audi while posing 
as a man known by his 
brother. 

But he was found out when 
the firm became suspicious and 
checked his details, Chelmsford 
Crown Court heard. 

Jacqueline Carey, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court that in 
November 2006, Kai Kai 
secured a hire purchase agree¬ 
ment for the vehicle using the 
other man’s details. The car was 
handed over but the company 
later became suspicious and the 
man whose identity had been 
used insisted it was nothing to 
do with him when he was con¬ 
tacted. 

In Lebruary 2007, the car was 
taken back. When interviewed 


in April, Kai Kai said he was a 
self-employed football agent 
earning £20,000-40,000 a year. 

The court was told his broth¬ 
er knew the man whose identity 
was being used from college 
and that texts from thim were 
on Kai Kai’s phone, including 
one saying : “You’ve only given 
me £150 so far.” 

Ms Carey added she was told 
the other man was due to be 
arrested but she had no further 
details. 

Oliver Dunkin, in mitigation, 
said: “As an agent for profes¬ 
sional footballers, image is 
important and he couldn’t get 
the car with his own credit his¬ 
tory but intended to pay.” 

Kai Kai admitted making a 
false instrument, using a false 
instrument - the hire purchase 
agreement - and obtaining a 
money transfer. He was given 
an 18-month supervision order 
with 200 hours unpaid work and 
ordered to pay £750 costs. 

Sentencing him last Tuesday, 
Judge Christopher Ball said: “It 
is wholly wrong to acquire 
credit using false details.”

IT’S been 10 long years but the legions 
of X-philes will be pleased to hear that 
Mulder and Scully are back for a second 
big screen outing. 

Expect UFOs, pent-up sexual tension and 
little green men as always, but it remains to 
be seen if series supremo and scriptwriter 
Chris Carter has done enough to persuade 
wary conspiracy theorists to make a second 
trip to the box office. 

While the last movie was little more than a 
feature-length episode with snazzier special 
effects, and was roundly criticised as such, the 
plot details of the new film have sensibly - if 
frustratingly - been kept under wraps. 

What we do know is that there’s something

sinister out there (as usual), it just might be extra¬ 
terrestrial (natch) and - surprise, surprise - shady 
Government organisations seem hell-bent on 
covering it up. 

If it all sounds a little prosaic, that’s because it is, 
always has been and always will be. What 
elevated the series above being an affectionately 
trite homage to a distinctly American cult of 
paranoia were the show’s stars - after all, The X- 
Files wouldn’t really be The X-Files without Fox 
Mulder (David Duchovny) and Dana Scully 
(Gillian Anderson). 

Thankfully, they’ve both been persuaded to 
reprise the roles that made them - and in whose 


shadows they’ve since floundered. 

So we join the indomitable duo six years on from 
the final episode of the series, in which Mulder 
was framed for the murder of a federal agent. 
Now living as a recluse with Scully, he’s offered 
the chance to have his slate wiped clean in 
exchange for their help on a gruesome case with 
more than a hint of the paranormal about it. 
When a group of young women are abducted in 
a remote corner of rural Virginia, the only clues to 
their disappearance are human remains dumped 
on the highway and the bizarre visions of a 
disgraced local priest (Billy Connolly, weirdly). 

Cue plenty of Mulder’s dry wit and Scully’s 
perpetually furrowed brow as our heroes are 
forced to revisit their own dark pasts to solve their 
latest - and, probably, final - riddle. 


LOVE, hockey and spirituality make 
unlikely bedfellows in the latest and 
undoubtedly poorest outing for gross-out 
comedy king Mike Myers, pictured above. 
Heavily reliant on a series of inane fart 
gags and a stumbling comic turn from 
none other than a lycra-clad Justin 
Timberlake, the man behind hopeless 
buck-toothed spy Austin Powers fires 
blanks in this desperate attempt to forge 
another lucrative franchise. 

Donning yet another comedy disguise and 
affecting yet another comedy accent, 
Hollywood’s answer to Russ Abbot this 
time plays an Indian love guru, Pitka, who 
desperately wants to hit the big time in the 
States as a kind of Deirdre Sanders-esque 
agony uncle. 

He gets the chance to do just that when 
he is hired by Jessica Alba’s sizzling 
hockey club owner Jane Bullard to re¬ 
instil some spice in the failing marriage of 
star player Darren Roanoke (Romany 
Malco), whose wife (Meagan Good) is 
having a well-publicised affair with - wait 
for it - Jacques ‘Le Coq’ Grande 
(Timberlake), the prodigiously well- 
endowed star of a rival team. 

What initially seems set to be a so-so 
satire of Bollywood musicals soon 
descends into absolute farce, with Myers 
content to phone-in his performance and 
bombard audiences with a slew of toilet- 
humour gags so puerile that a Year 7 pupil 
would be ashamed to repeat them.

A BUNCH of teenagers singing the 
blues? It’s like emo never happened ... 
As the arty, synth-pop fashionistas scoff 
into their ironic cravats, AIM have been 
religiously practising their scales and 
are now ready to unleash their own 
brand of southern fried blues rock on 
an entirely unsuspecting public. 

Sticking with a formula that’s stood the 
test of time, AIM aren’t trying to do 
anything new or clever, but don’t hold 
that against them.

DEATH NOTE 

(4Digital Media, 12A, retail & rental) 

At first glance, this live-action version of the popular 
manga looks typical of the form’s usual teen-oriented 
supernatural shenanigans but swiftly shifts into a wry 
and hugely entertaining meditation on the abuse of 
unchecked power. 

Light Yagami ( Battle Royale's Tatsuya Fujiwara) is a 
typical high school student until he stumbles across a 
notebook accidentally dropped by Ryuuk, the God of 
Death. Luckily, it contains instructions and he learns 
that anybody whose name he enters will drop dead of 
a heart attack - unless he gets creative and details a 
specific demise. 

Working anonymously to kill off any criminals who 
pop up on his radar, he’s soon feted by teens 
throughout Japan as the mysterious avenger Kira - 
but when the authorities and the American FBI start 
hunting him with the help of mysterious detective L 
(Ken’ichi Matsuyama), he convinces himself that 
anybody in his way is also fair game. 

As Light and his shadowy nemesis set about a daring 
duel of wits, he explores the power of the Death Note 
to confound and eliminate his pursuers by 
meticulously ordaining future events. 

Fujiwara gives a great performance as Light, his 
quietly sunny disposition slipping convincingly into an 
arrogance given to vulgar displays of his limitless 
power, and he has a fabulous foil in Ryuuk, a 
surprisingly effective CG animated creature who looks 
a bit like the lead singer of a demonic death metal 
band, has a penchant for apples and a wicked vein of 
humour. Even he eventually blanches before Light’s 
descent into darkness, admitting: “You are worse than 
a god of death - you are the true devil”.

Everett throwing somebody’s stunt innards around; 
Gareth Hunt is flamboyantly gay for no reason at all. 


Heavy on schmaltzy whimsy in its portrayal of small 
town simple folk so simple you wonder that they’re 
allowed cutlery, this tale of a visitor from another 
world is evidently all about faith and can-do optimism 
but takes a fair bit of swallowing. 

Beau Bridges is Arnold Zimmerman, a human-looking 
alien who touches down in the dying rural town of 
Grover’s Mill (one for in-joke spotters) for a spare part 
and meets the eternally neighbourly George (Richard 
Mulligan), who accepts him without question, 
introduces him to his buddies and sets about sharing 
the delights of rural America.

HERE are cars that 
achieve repute despite 
being fairly 

unexceptional and then 
there are cars like Fiat’s Bravo. 
Inexplicably overlooked by British 
buyers, Fiat’s middleweight is a 
class act. Powered by a 1.6-litre 
Multijet 16v diesel engine, it’s one 
of the greenest cars in its class and 
one that can face down the 
established favourites. 

It’s rare that you’ll get into a car 
these days and be particularly 
surprised. Buyers these days are a 
canny bunch, well attuned to the 
achievements and culture of 
various car companies. They bring 
with them a level of expectation 
which the manufacturers attempt 
to exceed. 

Fiat buyers have come to expect a 
bit of personality, some occasional 
build flakiness and a fun drive, but 
this Bravo doesn’t conform. It’s not 
up and in your face and it’s built 
like a rock. With the latest 1.6-litre 
16v Multijet diesel engine, it’s an 
eminently sensible purchase. 

In making the Bravo more 
mainstream and a little more 
buttoned-down, has Fiat rather lost 
its spark? Anything but. With some 
of the sharpest styling in its class, 
this Bravo doesn’t make you suffer 
for choosing a sharp Italian suit. 
This 1.6-litre diesel engine is 
offered in two discreet power 
outputs of 105 or 120bhp, the 
difference between the two units 
being the turbochargers. The lower 
power unit gets a fixed vane turbo 
while the 120bhp powerplant gets 
the benefit of a variable geometry 
blower. 

The difference is 0-60mph in 10.2sec

compared to llsec for its 105bhp 
sibling and top speeds of 121 and 
116mph respectively. Those who 
know the Fiat brand well will 
recognise that Fiat already has a 
120bhp diesel engine, the 1.9-litre 
Multijet, but this newer 1.6-litre 
unit is vastly superior. 

Both engines are fitted with a six- 
speed manual gearbox and torque 
figures are 290Nm at 1500ropm for 
the 105bhp engine and 300Nm for 
the 120bhp car, that torque output 
superior to something like a 
Subaru Impreza WRX. 

Fiat’s Dualdrive electrical steering 
assistance is fitted, which lightens 
the steering around town and at 
parking speeds by pressing a 
button on the dashboard. 

A bit more feel at higher driving 
speeds would be welcome, however, 
but it’s worth noting despite the 
overtaking punch of the diesel 
engine, this Bravo is not a 
particularly sporty drive. 

It’s easy to forgive the Bravo any 
minor shortcomings when you 
walk round the car, taking in its 
beautifully integrated detailing and 
elegant proportions. Many five- 
door hatches are about as beguiling 
as the prospect of an evening spent 
creosoting your mother-in-law’s 
fence, but the Bravo is different. 
Just as the Grande Punto added a 
touch of the exotic to the 
supermini class, the Bravo does the 
same for cars the next size up. 

If size is everything to you, the 
Bravo may well disappoint. Ford 
spent millions on making the Focus 
fit virtually anybody but Fiat 


hasn’t spent that sort of budget on 
the Bravo and, as such, it’s far 
tighter than the Ford in the back, 
although there’s a decent amount of 
luggage space in that curved rump. 
The interior feels very well built. 
Bright finish plastics lift the cabin 
and the controls are easy to figure 
out without recourse to the 
manual. It all looks agreeably 
Italianate as well, even if this is a 
clever facade. Fiat has really got 
the hang of the whole soft-touch 
dashboard moulding in recent 
years and the Bravo’s supple, 
textured finish wouldn’t look out of 
place in an Audi. 

The big draw for family buyers is 
undoubtedly the amount of safety 
gear Fiat has packed into this car. 
Winner of a coveted five-star Euro 
NCAP crash safety rating, the 
Bravo sits squarely at the top of its 
category with a total of 33 points 
on the NCAP scorecard. 

It’s the product of more than 60 
crash tests, 15,000 hours of 
computer simulations, 150 
simulations with a crash sled and 
more than 100 crash tests on 
components and subsystems. The 
Bravo features two front airbags, 


two front side bags, two window 
bags and a knee airbag for the 
driver. 

ABS anti-lock braking with 
electronic brakeforce distribution 
(EBD) and the latest generation 
ESP stability control system should 
prevent the worst coming to the 
worst. The ESP system includes 
functions such as anti-slip 
regulation (ASR) to limit wheelspin 
in slippery conditions and engine 
torque regulation which prevents 
the driven wheels locking up 
during rapid downshifts. Hydraulic 
brake assist boosts pedal pressure 
in emergency situations and there’s 
even a hill-holder function to take 
the faff out of hill starts. 

Fuel consumption figures for the 
Bravo Multijet 1.6 16v are 
something quite special. The more 
powerful 120bhp car will still 
average 57.6mpg, will get 44.8 miles 
from a gallon of derv around town 
and will stretch that gallon across 
68.8 miles on a motorway journey. 
The 105bhp model achieves similar 
figures, but an Eco pack is offered 
with taller gearing, better 
aerodynamics and low rolling 
resistance tyres to stretch that 


motorway figure still further to an 
almost unbelievable 74.8mpg. This 
Bravo is also the first car in its 
class to comply with stringent Euro 
5 emission regulations, well ahead 
of the 2009 deadline. 

With carbon dioxide emissions of 
just 119g/km, it’s a car that is 
congestion charge-friendly and will 
instantly make the shortlists of 
many company car user choosers 
as a result. 

The Fiat Group has pledged to 
become the leading manufacturer 
in terms of weighted average CO 2 
levels with a clear target for 2012. 
The company is currently among 
the top performers in Europe in 
this regard with an average across 
its product range of just 144g/km, 
but this figure excludes the cars of 
group member Ferrari. 

Drive the Fiat Bravo 1.6 Multijet 
and you’ll doubtless emerge rather 
puzzled. Why do we not see more of 
these things on the road? 

The attractions would appear to be 
compelling. It’s the best-looking car 
in its class, it’s got possibly the best 
diesel engine, it’s well built, it’s 
inexpensive to run and it’s 
respectably practical. 

The downsides? The dealer 
network still has some work to do 
and the Bravo’s dynamics are safe 
rather than scintillating. 

Perhaps buyers attracted to Fiat 
dealers in the first instance are 
looking for something with a bit 
more Latin brio than the rather 
stolid Bravo can generate. 

That being said, if you’re thinking 
of a Volkswagen Golf, a Honda 
Civic or a Peugeot 308, you’ll 
probably find a visit to a Fiat 
showroom rather illuminating.

TEST DRIVE 
Chevrolet Aveo 


BY most accepted measures 
the Chevrolet Aveo is not a 
remarkable car. It is, 
however, an important one 
in opening up new markets 
for the American giant. 
Solidly built and 
attractively styled, it’s a 
decent car albeit one that 
inherits a good deal of its 
engineering from its Kalos 
predecessor. 

The 1.2-litre version is the 
entry-level model and these 
normally act as a decent 
barometer of a car’s basic 
worth. If you’ve ever driven 
a Chevrolet Kalos, there 
won’t be too many surprises 
here. The driving position is 
very similar, the handling 
and ride feel much the same 
and the steering is still 
rather light. 

While this means that it’s 
not the most tactile car to 
bully along a hilly route, it 
means it’s great in the city. 
The 1.2-litre will get to 
60mph in 12.8 seconds and 
run on to a top speed of 
106mph. If this isn’t 
enough, go for the 1.4-litre 
lump with lOObhp. 

Visibility out of the Aveo is 
very good, although larger 
drivers may find that the 
dashboard moulding 
intrudes on legroom a little. 
Both engines are decent 
units but the added 
motorway refinement of the 
1.4-litre power plant would 


swing the balance for us. 

As makeovers go, the Aveo 
is one of the cleverest we’ve 
seen It’s got about twice as 
much attitude as any other 
small car you could care to 
mention and the three-door 
model is even smarter, with 
the flanks being sculpted to 
incorporate pronounced 
flared rear wheel arches. At 
the back, there’s one of the 
neatest rear lights clusters 
around. 

The interior lacks the self- 
assurance of the exterior 
and, rather inevitably in 
this corner of the market, 
feels somewhat built down 
to a price. The same can be 
said of the Aveo’s key rivals 
though and Chevrolet has 


specified and trimmed the 
interior wisely, giving it a 
sensible equipment count, 
fairly decent materials and 
as much space and 
versatility as the design 
constraints allow. 

The Aveo campaigns on the 
basis of solid value for 
money, so it’s no great 
surprise to hear that prices 
start from just £7,695 and 
that running costs are 
screwed tightly down. 

If you’re at all style¬ 
conscious, there are 
probably smarter options 
but not at these prices. As a 
compromise between 
budget, ability and badge 
equity, the Aveo more than 
makes a case for itself.

Judo ace confident ahead of Olympic Games

GREAT Britain judo star Peter 
Cousins is striving for the 
Midas touch as he prepares for 
his first ever Olympic Games. 

Harlow’s heavyweight star will 
depart for Beijing next Tuesday and is 
determined to come back from the 
Games with a gold medal. 

To do that the former Passmores 
School student will have to conquer 
Brazilian player Luciano Correa, who 
defeated Cousins in the final of the World 
Judo Championships a year ago. 

Cousins (27) told Star Sport: “I can be 
world class. It’s all about being aggressive 
at the right time. I need to be relaxed and 
not tense. I need to produce my best.” 

Cousins, who fights out of the JSC 
Club in Camberley, will be accompanied 
throughout by his training partner and 
twin brother Tom, as he hopes to become 
the first ever Great Britain judo player to 
win a gold medal at the Games. 

His nephew Elliot Banks and friend 
Danny Roberts will also be there, along

with his parents. This is crucial for 
Cousins. 

“I get really homesick. I am taking Tom 
and no one is more capable. He is a top 
inspiration. He is one of the few in the 
country that can beat me. That’s not mod¬ 
esty - he is one of the best in the country. 

“Doubt can turn to fear but having my 
brother there helps keep me calm.” 

Injuries have prevented both the 
Cousins twins from competing at the 
Games. Tom has suffered two years of 
injury heartbreak. 

The pair jet off in five days’ time. Peter 
said: “I’m excited about it - and nervous. 
I want to come back with the gold. There 
has never been a gold medal won in the 
judo [by a Briton], 

“It would be brilliant to be the first. It’s 
everyone’s dream.” 

Dangerous Japanese, Russian and 


Romanian fighters stand in Peter’s way. 
“The Japanese are always tough. They are 
big game fighters. 

“It’s their national sport. It’s their her¬ 
itage and they feel it’s their right to walk 
away with the medals.” 

Peter, who took up the sport at the ten¬ 
der age of five, has taken part in condi¬ 
tioning camps in Spain, Germany and 
Scotland to prepare him for the Games. 
“They have helped me realise how power¬ 
ful I can be. I feel stronger in myself. I 
feel fitter and more capable, physically 
stronger. I have to find the right balance 
to bring the best out of myself.” 

His dad David, who will fly out with 
Peter’s mum for the Olympics to support 
their son, is keeping his fingers crossed. 
“He has worked so hard. It depends on the 
draw and how he is feeling. He needs a 
little slice of luck and he can get in the 
medals. He has fought these lads from all 
over the world - and won.”
